Maxine Fleckner Ducey, our film archivist, tells me you called asking for listings of your 
Collection here at the WCFTR in Madison. I enclose: the main catalog eniry (available online if you 
search on your name in Arcat, the Wisconsin Historical Society Archives Catalog, at 
arcat.library.wisc.edu), which gives a summary of the contents of the Collection; the Register to the 
processed part of the Collection, that is, everything you gave up to 1995 (also available online, via a 
link on the main catalog entry page); and box lists for unprocessed additions to the Collection in 1995, 
1997, 1998, 1999, 2001, and 2006 (this last I completed a week or two ago and was going to send you 
anyway). The fact that they are technically “unprocessed” does not mean that they are less available 
than the processed part—simply that the additions have not been integrated into a single coherent series 
or group of series. This does mean, however, that if you want to see the lists in order to decide which of 
the papers you still have you think we need to complement the existing Collection, that is quite a tricky 
task. My advice would be not to worry too much about sending us duplicates of materials we already 
have—leave us to deal with that problem.
